(A Tale of Orthophonic Recording, Victor Radio, 
& Two Aggressing Brothers North of the Border)

Preface 




There may be a bit of confusion concerning the 
terminology surrounding the Victor affiliate in Canada. 
This was named, officially, The Berliner Gram-o-phone 
Company, Limited and was continued until late 1923 when 
the company was re-named The Victor Talking Machine 
Company of Canada, Limited. The products at the time of 
which I am writing were marketed under the " His Mas - 
ter's Voice" Victor label, and were so-called to dis- 
tinguish them from those of American Victor. When I 
refer to HMV Victor I mean the company in Montreal. 

This is not to be confused with His hfester's Voice 
Limited of Hayes, Middlesex England, the English affil- 
iate of the American Victor company. Neither it nor 
HMV Victor were branches of American Victor. That is, 
not until 1921 or so in Canada when the president of 
Berliner resigned. This will become clear in ny arti- 
cle. 

— 0O0 — 

If one were to choose the most momentous year in 
the history of recorded sound, 1925 (with the intro- 
duction of electrical recording) would be a strong con- 
tender. But the events leading up to the official an- 
nouncement are in themselves quite fascinating, and 
though I have always been aware that these were quite 
different in the Canadian market, it is only recently 
that I have collected enough material to sketch it in a 
reasonably complete fashion. 

The story begins much before 1925. Berliner Gram- 
o-phone Co. of Montreal, the Canadian Victor affiliate, 
underwent some violent changes in the early twenties. 

The most surprising was the resignation of the man who 
had guided the company from its earliest days: its pres- 
ident Herbert S. Berliner. "H. S. Berliner Resigns as 
Head of Gramophone Concern" read the headlines of the 
Montrlal English press of April 19, 1921. This was the 
public anno un cement of the culmination of a power strug- 
gle with the Victor Talking Machine Company over the re- 
cording policies of the Canadian affiliate. The dispute 
centred around from which studios the Canadian popular 
issues would originate: those in Montreal, Quebec or 
those in Camden, New Jersey. H. S. Berliner had ori- 
ginated a series of his own in Montreal. Victor was 
dismayed at the prospect of declining Canadian royal- 
ties, and in this matter they played their trump card: 
the pressure they were able to apply via Emile Berliner, 
Herbert's father and the inventor of lateral recording. 

The battle was bitter and acrimonious, and when the 
smoke cleared Herbert Berliner had gone, his brother Ed- 
gar was installed in the president's chair, and the Vic- 
tor Talking Machine Co. was dictating most of the re- 
cording policies. But not all, as we shall soon see. 

And Herbert Berliner? He and several of his department 
heads from the Berliner Gram-o-phone Co. were now con- 
centrating their efforts on the Compo Company Ltd. of 
Lachine, Quebec, a suburb of Montrlal, and proceeded to 
give the Berliner Co . — soon to be re-named the Victor 
Talking Machine Co . of Canada , Ltd . — some very healthy 
competition. Competition which I feel sure prompted a 
change in the policies of Canadian Victor vis el vis 
those of the parent company. Compo, as H. S. Berliner's 
own record film, was a progressive organization, and 



Berliner never missed a chance to score one on Victor, 
and with brothers at the helms of the two corporations, 
brothers who rarely saw eye to eye in private or pro- 
fessional life, competition was sometimes fierce and 
often, in retrospect, amusing. 

With this as background, let's examine the record- 
ing industry in the face of radio. The major American 
companies, with the possible exception of Brunswick, 
took the position that if they ignored radio it would 
simply go away. Eldridge R. Joshnson's oft-quoted dic- 
tum that "...The Victor has no notion of becoming a 
dominant force in Radio..." sums it up. Roland Gellatt 
in The Fabulous Phonograph relates the anecdote concern- 
ing a new member of Victor's directorate who was admon- 
ished in 1924 not to even mention radio in the precincts 
of Camden. 

Things were different in the Canadian Conpany. As 
early as 1921 the March 1 edition of the Toronto Dally 
Star carried the following "His Master's Voice" ad: 

His Master's Voice Records By Wireless Telephone 

By arrangement with the Marconi Wireless Tel- 
egraph Co. of Canada a "His Master's Voice" Vic- 
trola concert featuring the latest and most pop- 
ular selections will be given tonight and every 
Tuesday from 6 to 9 p.m. for the benefit of Wire- 
less Students. Those who own "Amplifiers" can 
arrange an entertainment both novel and inter- 
esting. 

There are many radio receiving stations in 
and around Toronto that can receive wireless 
telephone communications. Look for one in your 
neighbourhood. Find out who your friends are 
that may have one. 

Stations within a radius of two hundred miles 
of Toronto should be able to enjoy these Wire- 
less Telephone concerts, as every record will 
be heard as clearly and distinctly as though 
playing on your own Victrola in your own home. 

A similar project had been instituted in tontrlal 
the year before and received a good deal of publicity. 
Not only that, but the president of Berliner Gram-o- 
phone had guests in his home to listen to the first 
broadcast, presumably on his own "wireless telephone" 
apparatus. I think it is safe to say that this indi- 
cates a certain receptiveness to new technical develop- 
ments, specifically those which would result in electri- 
cal recording. Even after the great purge of 1921 at 
Berliner, I think a climate conducive to innovation per- 
sisted. So that by 1924, when it became obvious that 
change had to come, the Canadian trade was ready. 

As Christmas approached the answer to Victor's tra- 
ditional December question "Will there be a Victrola in 
Your Home this Year?" was in 1924 "No, make mine a Ra- 
diola Superheterodyne." The Toronto papers were full of 
phonograph ads reading "Reduced" and "$5 Puts a Real 
Victrola in Your Home!" But it was the R. S. Williams 
Co. in the face of competing radio-phonograph combina- 
tions such as the Brunswick-Radiola and the Phonola- 
Grimes Reflex (manufactured in Kitchener, Ontario) who 
broke the ice. They offered the Victrola 211 (the 
Radio Adaptable model) with a Radiola III. This was 
noteworthy for several reasons. It was a Victor prod- 
uct sold with radio and, moreover, R. S. Williams & Sons 
was no mere neighbourhood record shop. They were an ex- 
tremely prestigious firm and the Ontario jobbers for the 
Westinghouse Radiola and the Canadian jobbers for the 
entire Edison line. Small wonder the ads read "a Most 
Important Development In Radio and Phonograph History." 
One wonders how this was viewed by both Thos. A. Edison, 
Inc. and the Victor Company in Camden. But the text of 
the ad implies that Canadian Victor had given their 
blessing: "This latest achievement, the Victrola-Radiola 
offers the result of the combined skill and resources of 
two great organizations — The Victor Company and the Can-

But^Victor itself had a line of its own originating 
in Montreal which was unveiled in the late spring of 

1925. This marriage of convenience was announced thus:

Victor 

Northern Electric 
Radio 

Northern Electric Company, Ltd. take pleasure 
in announcing the appointment of the Victor 
Talking Machine Company, Ltd., as the sole dis- 
tributors to the Trade of their entire line of 
Radio Receiving Products: Receiving Sets, Loud 
Speakers, Head Sets, Peanut Tubes, etc., etc. 

These products will hereafter be marketed under 
the name Victor-Northern Electric. The linking 
of these two famous names assures music lovers 
throughout Canada of exceptional radio service. 
Northern Electric Company, Ltd., makers of the 
nation's telephones have for years been pio- 
neers of radio engineering. Northern Electric 
Radio Sets are known coast to coast for their 
power and dependability, their clarity and per- 
fection of tone. 

The miracle had occurred: a radio with a "His 
Master's Voice” trademark on it — the Victor-Northern — 
not to mention a Victrola with a radio, radio adapted 
Radio Adaptable s, as it were. All were acoustic ma- 
chines as the Orthophonic would not be introduced until 
December. The most interesting is the Victrola 80 with 
a Victor Northern Radio fitted into the record compart- 
ment. The illustration from the spring 1925 Radio Cat- 
alogue of the T. Eaton Company will fill in the details 
more eloquently than I. These machines must be some of 
the rarest in the history of recorded sound in view of 
their brief fling before the public (they were obsolete 
in 1926) and the small size of the Canadian market. 

But they were acoustic machines with radio issued with 
the Victor company's blessing. I wonder, too, if in 
view of the R. S. Williams radio-phonograph combination, 
if these machines were not intended to be introduced for 
the Christmas trade of 1924. More research may tell the 
tale. 

As a counterpoint to these developments came the 
matter of electrical recording itself. It, too, was 
waiting in the wings in the spring of 1925. The Cana- 
dian Victor company was planning a campaign of intro- 
duction radically different from that in the United 
States or Great Britain where Victor, Columbia and HMV 
had promised each other in a gentlemen's agreement to 
keep mum about the new process until the catalogues 
could be built up to respectable levels. Victor in 
Montreal had other ideas, and a carefully orchestrated 
advertising campaign, built on sound Johnsonian princi- 
ples, was to begin in June, 1925. 

First, on June 20th, all Victor 75? acoustic rec- 
ords were reduced to 55?. "An Unusual Opportunity!” 
read the ad, "for 16 days only..." — actually until 

1926, but this sort of factual nitpicking never bothers 
copywriters. The series of announcements continued for 
the next two weeks: "Have You Got Yours? All the cata- 
logue reduced 20? except Red Seals!" Then on July 9, 
Victor launched a series of ads second only to those 
surrounding "Victor Day" in December when the Ortho- 
phonic Victrola was introduced. "Victor Scores Another 
Triumph!" the ads exulted. "New Victor V.E. Process a 
Master Stroke in Recording." The announcements were 
illustrated by an allegorical figure representing an 
amalgamation of Saint Cecilia and the Archangel Gabriel, 
or so it seemed . Behold ! The Revolution ! And a true 
revolution it was on many fronts. 

The campaign was a roaring success, to judge from 
the number of late acoustics that turn up with a 55? 
sticker on the label. The new records were an instant 



success too, it would sgfim, judging again from the num- 
bers ond finds wjih a (V ,E j Process label. Since this 
was changed to Qf .Ey Orthophonic after Victor 'fessed up 
in October 1926/Tt is easy to judge just how well the 
early electricals sold, and their name is legion* 

/ ^ is interesting to note how coyly Victor in Mon- 

treal managed to tell all about the new process without 
actually using the words "electrical recording." But 
had you any doubt just look at the ads of the T. Eaton 
Company , Canada's largest department store chain, ad- 



vertising from coast to coast, who by a strange coinci- 
dence did a special record announcement on July 8. This 
stated in black and white that a great leap forward had 
been taken by "the new electrical process by which all 
Victor records are now made." It would take an obtuse 
public not to add it all up. 

As successful as things were, they did not go ex- 
actly as planned due to the machinations of the Compo 
Company. Originally, the 55? sale was to begin June 23 . 
Why the chamge? Ed Moogk in his history of the Canadian 
recording industry ( Roll Back the Years ) tells why. 
Compo, in their usual fashion, goaded Victor into a 
change of schedule. Having got wind of their plans, 
Herbert Berliner announced on June 18th that "to boost 
summer business" the entire Compo Apex line would be re- 
duced to 55? — starting June 22, thereby cutting Vic- 
tor's grass. What Moogk doesn't relate is the topper of 
it all: two days before Victor's earth shattering an- 
nouncement, the end of the old era and the forging of 
the new, Compo struck again. "We can't keep back the 
good news any longer!!" caroled Compo. "The large sales 
enjoyed by Apex Records and the flattering remarks paid 
to their wonderful volume and purity of tone by our many 
customers are due to astonishing improvements recently 
made in our laboratories." This was followed by a se- 
lected list of records. I understand that Victor was

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not amused: "astonishing improvements" indeed, the day 
before Victor announced a few innovations of their own. 
The records listed in Compo's jubilant announcement, 
which is a masterpiece of hyperbole, are from two ser- 
ies: 8000 and 500 ten-inch popular. Since most of the 
8000's originated in the Plaza studios of New York, 
those listed were obviously acoustic, since Plaza had no 
electric equipment at that time. However, the Apex 500 
series was made up of a majority of Canadian recordings 
originating in Montreal. According to Martin Bryan two 
of the titles listed are, none the less, definitely ac- 
oustic (one being from Pathe-Perfect masters). But 
Martin informs me that Apex number 687 is electric, al- 
though not listed in the July 6 ad. Since we have num- 
bers higher than this listed, for example "Who Takes 
Care of the Caretaker's Daughter" (#704) by the Diamond 
Trio, one assumes they are electrical. If so, then Com- 
po must rank with Victor, Columbia and Autograph as the 
earliest producers of electrical recording. Certainly 
Compo's "New Process" records — later called "Electro- 
phonic" — were inaugurated well before the end of 1925. 

And so the Canadian era began in a substantially 
different fashion than in the United States or Great 
Britain. I think it is safe to say that the first pub- 
lic announcement of the Western Electric process used 
by Victor and Columbia was in the context of an adver- 
tisement of the T . Eaton Company. I suspect that in 
view of Compo's scene stealing tactics that they played 
an important role in the change of modus operandi . I'm 
sure that Edgar Berliner at H.M.V. Victor in Montreal 
felt that if his firm did not capitalize on the publici- 



ty value of the new process immediately, then Brother 
Herbert at Compo certainly would. And Compo was a force 
to be reckoned with in the Canadian market: hadn't their 
65f line forced Victor, Columbia and Brunswick to cut 
their own prices to 75? after the halcyon days of the 
$1.00 ten-inch popular record? 

I find it odd that with all the publicity in Canada 
surrounding the new V.E. Process, which by December of 
1925 was established to the point where the monthly re- 
lease bulletins referred to it as "the famous V.E. Pro- 
cess" while explaining the whole thing, that American 
collectors were still in the dark. Even as perspica- 
cious a critic as R. D. Darrell, who lived through the 
era, wrote in his excellent article in High Fidelity on 
the introduction of electrical recording in the United 
States and Great Britain that he was unaware that any- 
thing was happening during 1925. I am further amazed 
that the American dealers could have demonstrated the 
Orthophonic Victrola on Victor Day and have kept their 
mouths shut as they played electrical recordings, all 
the while implying that the new machine, by some occult 
process, magically improved any record played upon it. 
Surely somebody involved in the music business must have 
summered in the Muskoka Lakes in 1925? By the time of 
American Victor's official announcement in October 1926, 
I'm s ure th e news was anticlimactic , but only just.

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As the dust settled and business got underway, it 
seems that the Victor-Northern Electric alliance some- 
how went awry. By 1928 Victor was selling Bosch re- 
ceivers under the His Master's Voice trademark. This 
continued until R.C.A. gained control of the parent 
company, and the last vestiges of an independent Cana- 
dian company died. Compo carried on in its feisty ways 
under the able management of Herbert Berliner, whose 
background as a trained engineer stood him in good stead 
to deal with the new technology. Compo made some ex- 
tremely interesting and historically significant sides 
in conjunction with radio station CKAC (La Presse) Mon- 
trlal, both off the air and via land line. Perhaps the 
most significant were the off the air recordings of the 
ceremonies surrounding the 60th anniversary in 1927 of 
Canadian Confederation. But we are getting ahead of 
ourselves, and Compo deserves an article of its. own.

Readers will recall that we solicited information 
about Edisonic Phonographs in the past two issues. We 
received a moderate number of responses to the survey 
and are ready to share the results with you. But first 
a few words about this model. 

The Edisonic was the last series of acoustic pho- 
nographs (other than the portables) to be offered by the 
Edison company. They were introduced late in 1927 and 
remained available through the end of the company's rec- 
ord and phonograph production in 1929. Originally con- 
ceived as a wider range of models, the Edisonics con- 
sisted of only a small upright (called the "Schubert" 
selling at $135) and a slightly larger console (the $225 
model, known as the "Beethoven"). 

These machines used the "New Standard" reproducer 
with a somewhat heavier weight and spring tension on the

The motor was a 
slight refinement 
of the old Diamond 
Disc motor, using 
a shock-proof gov- 
ernor and hidden 
speed adjustment. 
The neck of the 
horn has an addi- 
tional piece 5 to 
6" long spliced in 
which extends it 
to the bottom of a 
somewhat larger 
horn chamber. 

Since the base of 
this chamber in 
the Schubert sits 
closer to the 
floor than any 
other model here- 
tofore produced 

(it's less than 14" off the floor), the horn 
opening seems to be angled somewhat upwards 
toward the listener. 

Although the record storage is somewhat limited, I 
find the Schubert to be a well-proportioned and pleasing 
cabinet design. Sonically, it's not an Orthophonic Cre- 
denza, but then, it didn't cost $300 when new. 

Our survey turned up the following numbers of 
Schuberts:

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and Beethovens:

Certain characteristics seem to be common to all 
machines reported: 

1) The motor boards are metal in all cases. (George 
Frow stated in his book The Edison Disc Phono- 
graphs . page 176, that the metal motor board was 
replaced with a wooden one early in 1928, but 
this seems not to be the case.) 



2) All Beethovens have wooden molding around the 
motor boards; Schuberts do not. 

3) All cabinets, whose stickers have not been re- 
moved, came from the #18 cabinet factory (un- 
doubtedly the New London, Wisconsin plant as 
described in the Jan. '85 MAPS newsletter). 

4) One spring was found in all Schuberts (except 
for 1150 mentioned below); two in the Beethoven. 

5) All examples of the Beethoven bear the model des- 
ignation BN, which is easy enough to understand. 
The Schubert, however, is labeled "CLT" on all 
models. The only thing I can think this indi- 
cates is "consolette." (One of Victor's small 
Orthophonics was also called the Consolette and 
is similarly proportioned, though not quite as 
large . ) 

6) No examples had the 10" & 12" push buttons for 
stopping the horn at the appropriate record size. 

7) All models have the old brass "Edison Disc Phono- 
graph" nameplate with no "Edisonic" designation. 
The last patent date is May 23, 1916 — even on 
the highest numbered machines. 

Additional observations : 

- The span of numbers surprised me. Assuming that 

both models began numbering at #1000, there is 
still a span of almost 3500 Schuberts and over 
1000 Beethovens. Obviously there are questions 
which the data don't answer: Were all numbers 
used? (Note a gap of over 1200 Schuberts between 
3023 and 4242.) Were all models actually sold? 
(Even at cut-rate prices when they were discon- 
tinued?) Are there any models numbered under 
1000? If you know of an Edisonic, but didn't 
respond to the survey, we welcome additional in- 
formation and will publish it in a later update. 

- Only one Schubert turned up with long play equip- 

ment, and that's Dick Seitler's #1150. The in- 
stallation (including the second spring) all looks 
original, so may well have come that way from the 
factory. Beethovens #1262 and 2036 are similarly 
equipped, but #1220 didn't indicate whether his 
was or not. Consequently, we can only speculate 
about the early models in both series. They may 
all have come factory equipped with L.P. attach- 
ment, but only after more examples are reported 
can we be less speculative. Certainly by the time 
Beethoven #2036 came along it was not standard, 
but still an option which one purchaser felt to 
be a wise investment. 

- When put in numerical order, everything pretty much 

falls in place with one exception: Schubert #1441 
turned up with the old style horn muffler ball. 
Presumably this is original, and yet owners of 
lower and higher numbers do not report it (I can 
attest that Dick Seitler's #1150 does not have 
it) . Perhaps this was also an option, but defi- 
nitely an unnecessary one, as the cabinet doors 
certainly did the job of volume control 1 

- Jerry Donnell cleared up the mystery of the two 

screw eyes still found in the bottom of most cab- 
inets. A piece of string was tied to them and 
used to hold the horn in the down position during 
shipping. It may well be that the threaded hole 
through the bottom of the cabinet was used to se- 
cure the machine to the shipping crate. 

By the way, Jerry was the only respondant to speak 
disparagingly of the Edisonic. He much prefers the 
tone of the C-200 and A-250 models and says of the Edi- 
sonics he parted with: "The tone was thin with a boomy 
bass, and the cabinets looked too much like a damn ra- 
rio"! (We 'll bet that Mr. Edison's sentiments were 
similar . ) 

Thanks to all who participated in the survey.

Next comes 7" Busy Bee entitled "Hoodoo Dr. Sam". 
Some good force must have been in my favor as my search 
for it ended quickly. It was the first one in my col- 
lection of seven-inch records that came to hand. #706 
was a solo by Dan W. Quinn (this was a Leeds & Catlin 
recording, and information in the wax suggests it may 
also have appeared as 7" Oxford #16111). To piano ac- 
companiment, it is sung in the first person by the doc- 
tor, who can cure you in a minute of about anything 
that ails you — for a price. He suggests rheumatism, 
mesmerism, shakiness, lameness, blindness, melancholy, 
sadness, non-circulating blood, feeling like dying, 
lack of apetite, a broken back or going crazy as possi- 
bilities. The punch is that he can cure on a supernat- 
ural plan contingent on his mysterious touch. 

The Edison supplement for June, 1904 brings us to 
"The Googoo Man" sung by Arthur Collins on #8707 with 
music and words by Paul Schindler & Ben Jerome respec- 
tively. This selection was elected by Jane Caspar, my 
landlady, typist and illustrator, and by George Paul of 
Gowanda, N.Y. This terrible man steals around looking 
for little black boys, whom he then hypnotizes with his 
googoo eyes. They are warned to stay away from him, 
but, alas, that is difficult because he is so quiet. 

The tune is insinuating and sly. Can you imagine what 
worry such a demon would cause their parents?

For a change of pace I thought that it might be 
fun to center around the Hallowe’en theme. Jfy decision 
to thus proceed came about from a stark realization. It 
occurred to me that by the time this issue (Summer ’87) 
would reach the majority of readers the harvest would 
probably be well on its way home and that October 31 
would be just around the corner. 

Although not a national holiday, All Soul's Day has 
long been enjoyed, especially among the youth of Ameri- 
ca, as being the time of "innocent" pranks, bobbing for 
apples and negotiating comfits from neighbors all amidst 
the glowing grin or grimace of a prized jack-o-lantem. 
Unfortunately, in recent years, it has become a time of 
pain for many, what with the reports of sinister objects 
placed in candy by questionable adults. I, for one, 
think it far more safe to rotate a few recorded examples 
of spooky doings rather than to cause some old cardboard 
candle-lit punkin to ignite demono shly and bring about 
physical or mental agony. 

So, as we now prepare for our own small Hallowe'en 
gathering here in rural Clarke County, Virginia, allow 
me to suggest something of which one might hear around 
the place when that tittilating time of terror arrives. 
I'm sorry if I have left out one or more of your favor- 
ites, but I couldn't possibly have listed (much less 
discussed) all records which might qualify. 

Listening to the following examples, I found it 
most effective to set the scene thus... a candlelit room 
with an apparent lack of candles seems best. Or, per- 
haps, one candle positioned close to the horn or speak- 
er to see whether any one of the selections would blow 
it out, or at least cause it to flicker. 

Incidentally, I was most pleased to have had some 
excellent input of collector friends from around the 
country. Also I should mention that I first thought 
that this type of article would be fairly easy, and that 
I could dash it off quickly. However, curiosity got the 
best of me, and I was moved to find out such fascinating 
distinctions as, say, the difference between Too-doo and 
Hoo-doo, and I shall be more than happy to share these 
mysteries with the patient reader. But now, let's get 
down to business. Incidentally, several of the records 
here may be found on other labels or companies by the 
same or other artists. 

To begin with, Blue Amberol #1894, "Under Southern 
Skies" sung by tfenuel Romain, seems an amenable entry 
into the festivities as a portion of one of its multi- 
seasonal verses clearly states: 



(Jane and Dave both register appropriate expres- 
sions of horror at hearing "The Googoo Man" for 
the first time in eighty-three years.) 

To leave out Len Spencer's gold -moulded "Dr. Jek- 
yll and Mr. ifyde" transformation scene (#8879, January, 
1905) would be nothing short of a crime. Though a bit 
melodramatic by today's standards, it moves right along 
and to me is among the best examples of content over a 
2-minute record. 

The year 1911 brought forth "The Ragtime Goblin 
Man", words and music by Andrew B. Sterling and Harry 
Von Tilzer. It has a bouncy, catchy tune which could 
well stand on its own merit. The words, although I'm 
certain were sung light-heartedly, if analyzed, are en- 
shrouded with sinister goings on. This "Character" who. 
originally, we are told, was a mild mannered individual 
lost his senses forever upon hearing ragtime. Not sat- 
isfied with letting well alone, he is purported to take 
shake, and make an unwitting victim join his band and 
stow him away in his van. But that's not all; he'll 
beat and eat them, too. In order to aid in this act of 
deception and abduction, he carries around a rather 
large hook which supposedly is the last thing one feels 
before swooning hopelessly in the sight of his glaring 
eyes. There is fortunately a way out of this awful 
mess and that is to refrain from singing about a "rag- 

on dark nights. Now - would you buy a used

As a matter of fact, Quentin felt strongly about 
Victor #16302-B, "The Boogie Boo" (Ayer) from. "The New- 
lyweds and Their Baby". This was recorded April 6, 1909 
and was the first Billy Murray record he ever heard. In 
fact Billy told him (years later) that he considered it 
one of his best records. We both agreed on that one 
too. It tells about a creature who steals bad children 
and puts them in his moving van (which he could very 
well have purchased from the Ragtime Goblin Man). Ap- 
parently more grotesque than some others whom we have 
discussed, "His eyes were where his ears should be". 

Some other things he does are tossing children in a 
boiling pot, stealing their noses, and hitting them 
with a sandbag. 

Our next child molester is "The Yama-Yama Man". 

John Doulou writes that this selection on Victor #16326 
by Ada Jones is a favorite. GRAPHIC editor Martin 
Bryan tells me it is certainly one of his. I would be 
ignorant for not agreeing with both these gentlemen, 
although my copy is Columbia A 664 . The "Yama-Yama Man" 
appears to be sort of a lurking figure with "terrible 
eyes and a face of tan" ready to spring up at you una- 
wares. The chorus is a delectable piece of ragtime and 
certainly not spooky but, rather, pleasantly haunting. 
This is the one to play while your friends are drinking 
cider and bobbing for apples. 

And since we are speaking of good natured party 
games, reader Pat Conte, who submitted this next entry, 
has an old time string band called "The Canebrake Rat- 
tlers" who operate out of New York City. Pat's band 
plays a selection entitled "I'll Tell You What I Saw 
Last Night" which they got from an old Okeh by an ob- 
scure band called "The Hickory Nuts". I am not sure of 
the year of issue. However, the song tells of the dy- 
ing words of a young girl who did a little too much 
partying in her life. 

Physicist Allen Debus writes "I'm afraid that I 
have never been frightened by anything recorded... I 
guess that I would have to go with Bert Williams' 'You 
Can't Do Nothing 'Til Martin Gets Here '" (Columbia 12" 
A6216). It tells of a preacher who finds himself in a 
haunted house. Sitting by the burning fireplace, he 
witnesses a procession of three cats, each one larger 
than the last. The cats wash themselves in the coals, 
the second and third asking "When can I begin?" to 
which the other demon cats answer "You can't do noth- 
ing..." The minister was surely brave in this case for 
having stayed through the appearance of so many cats. 
Before leaving that strange place he tells the cats, 
"When Martin comes, you tell him I was here, but I'SE 
GONE!" I consider this record first rate as do John A. 
Petty of Catawba, N.C. and Dave Sager of New Orleans. 

I'm glad that trombonist par excellance, Dave, wrote 
his nomination of so fine an item, as it was he who 
first made me aware of The New Amberola Graphic via a 
gift subscription. 

John Petty, whom I always think of as Uncle Josh's 
best friend, told me that although he couldn't recall 
any scary stories by Cal Stewart, there is an Uncle Josh 
Edison movie of "Uncle Josh's Nightmare" but it is not 
a Cal Stewart item. He adds, "'The Mad Ravings of John 
McCulloch' is a candidate for the weird". Certainly 
that was well put. John also reminded me of a record 
that my family used to have which, as a very small boy, 
made me shiver in ray shoes. This was Taylor Holmes' 
Victor #55057 "Boots" coupled with "Gunga Din", both by 
Rudyard Kipling. Although I don't have that record 
now, Holmes' ability to convey the horrors of war was 
uncanny . 

Walt Mitchell of historic Oriskany, N.Y. says that 
although much of his collection is of the post acoustic 
era, he nevertheless cited an instrumental with sound 
effects of c. 1917: "Spooky Spooks" on a 12" black label 
Columbia. 



For the last informant of this episode, Mr. Jerry 
Donnell of Harpers Ferry, W.Va. had a list about nine 
cat tails long. I will mention our one favorite here, 
"A Coon Possum Hunt", Blue Amberol #3712 by Golden and 
Heins. This was also issued on Diamond Disc #50520. 
The ghost on this selection speaks in clever rhyme. 
Without relating anything more about it, Jane Caspar 
and I recommend this along with our friend Jerry. Re- 
gretfully space does not permit more ghoulish apprai- 
sals. 

Well, maybe it's time now to leave the recorded 
spirit world by gradually lighting more candles or by 
slowly increasing the intensity of the rheostat. A cup 
or two of witches brew, anyone, before retiring? Ah, 
yes, spin a copy of Brunswick 10" single sided record 
entitled "Variable Frequency". This will demonstrate 
sixty to ten thousand sound cycles per second. It is 
#19279 and is guaranteed to leave you and your guests 
totally paralyzed. 

P.S. The difference between Voo-doo and Hoo-doo is 
this: "Voodoo" is generally more destructive than its 
corruption "Hoodoo". So Dan W. Quinn advises that he 
can cure us of the voo-doo with his hoo-doo! Apparent- 
ly the lyricist was not aware of the difference.

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Record Company Exec Dies 



NEW YORK (AP) - John Ham- 
mond, the record company executive 
and talent scout who discovered such 
musical stars as Billie Holiday, 
Bruce Springsteen and Bob Dylan, 
died Friday in his Manhattan apart- 
ment. He was 76. 

Hammond, who had been ill for 
some time, was listening to a Billie 
Holiday recording when he died 
about noon, said Robert Altshuler, a 
CBS spokesman and longtime friend 
of Hammond. 

Hammond, whose music-business 
career began in the early 1930s, 
spent most of his working life at Col- 
umbia Records, a division of CBS. 
Hammond retired in the late ’70s, 
but continued to work for CBS as a 
consultant until recently, Altshuler 
said. 

Hammond, who was called “the 
world’s greatest talent scout” by 



trumpeter Buck Clayton, produced 
records for the great blues singer 
Bessie Smith in the 1930s and 
recorded the first jazz concert in 
Carnegie Hall by Benny Goodman. 

He discovered Count Basie when 
he heard Basie’s band on his car 
radio tuned to a Kansas City radio 
station one night in the mid-’30s, 
Altshuler said. 

Hammond, who was white, was 
known as an “ardent fighter” for 
equal rights for black musicians and 
opened the doors of many Manhat- 
tan night clubs to black performers, 
the spokesman said. 

“He fought the civil-rights battles 
going back into the ’30s. He fought 
very hard in the music world to bat- 
tle discrimination,” Altshuler said, 
adding that Hammond had been a 
board member of the National 
Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People. 
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The relative scarcity of certain brands of 
records is generally acknowledged, and yet 
we frequently don't stop to consider cor- 
responding accessories.

an Argentinian. Since this singer is not familiar to 
American collectors, we ask that anyone who can assist 
correspond directly with Arild. 

How can it be that the more information there is out 
about our hobby, the more factual errors appear in 
print? A recent article by an Associated Press writer 
which appeared in papers nationwide told of a collec- 
tion of mostly spoken word recordings which the Library 
of Congress has put onto compressed audio disc for use 
by its visitors (33 hours' worth!). But the article 
went on to say the disc contains "an off-key Edison" 
singing "Mary Had a Little Lamb " 1 

And mail order dealers, who ought to know better, 
have a model 30 Amberola advertised in their latest 
brochure as a 1903 model!! 

Incidentally, Tim Brooks wondered recently what 
would have happened to the course of events if the 
Blue Amberol cylinder had been introduced a decade 
earlier, along with a decently built Amberola machine. 

It would only have been a matter of ten years, or so, 
and yet it might have made a difference in the entire 
direction the industry took. 

Last spring many papers and electronic news media 
carried a story about the late Julian Altman's violin. 

It seems that after his death his wife discovered that 
the Stradivarius he owned for nearly half a century had 
been stolen from Carnegie Hall in 1936. What some ac- 
counts didn't mention was that the violin originally be- 
longed to Bronislaw Huberman, and we wonder if this was 
the same instrument Huberman used in making his Bruns- 
wick records in the 1920s. 

Also in the news last spring was a piece about a 
West Berlin inventor who has (re ) introduced the idea of 
chocolate records. While we have not been flooded with 
inquiries, some readers wonder if these oddities are 
available anywhere in this country. 

This country ' s first ever "National Cylinder Record 
Box Lid Exchange" is coming after the first of the year! 
Be sure to watch the next issue for complete details. 

In the meantime, continue gathering up those spare and 
mis-matched lids which seem to plague every collector of 
cylinder recordings. 

Reader Bill Knorp called recently to clear up the 
confusion over the name of the hotel where Caruso died 
(see last issue, page 10). It was the Vittoria in Sor- 
ento where the famous tenor stopped on his way to see 
the doctor in Rome, and it was the Vesuvio in Naples 
where he expired. Mr. Knorp, by the way, mentioned 
that he has visited both hotels and actually stood on 
the same balcony as Caruso in the photo on page 11. 

Bill went on to say that he believes the studio pic- 
tured in the "Ghostly Knock" article in our issue #57 
was Columbia's and that the singer might be Margaret 

Keyes. 

Finally, Oliver S. Lane informs us that veteran re- 
cording artist Sylvester Ahola, now 85, is recovering 
at his home after a heart attack. Mr. Ahola not only 
recorded with several bands in the U.S. and England, 
but Oliver revealed that he can be heard in the accom- 
paniment of some of Paul Robeson's English recordings 
for H.M.V. Readers wishing to send Mr. Ahola a card 
may address it to him at Leverett Street, Gloucester, 
Mass. 01930.
